The steamer Brother Jonathan, from San 
Francisco direct, arrived at llj o'clock this 
morning, bringing the following important 
dispatches : 

New York, March 7.— The Tribune says that 
the latest accounts (rom the Alabama slate tlm 
she was at Cayman Inlands on the Cih or Febru- 
ary, trying to ship men, She had been ordered olf 
by the- authorities. Commodore Wilkes, with four 
Vessels, vvaa outside, blockading the Alabama. 

The enp'ain of an English steamer arrived at 
Gibraltar, writes tha': on the Sth of Febiuary ho 
paused a vessel resembling the Alabama, steering 
nouth. On the 10th he beard reports and saw two 
vessels, and also saw Hie bursting of shells about 
6ve m'les dir.tnnt; it was evidently a contest be- 
tween the 3hips he saw.

THE RUSSIANS DEFEATED, 
LrvKRi'Ooi., March !.— The Prussian Cham- 
ber of Deputies have passed a resolution in 
favor of neutrality in the affairs of Poland, 
by a large majority. 

It is reported that the Russians have been agaiu 
severely beaten, near Mallagosscb, after an en- 
gagement o( live hours. The town is in ruins. 

An important debate was progressing in 
tho Prussian Chamber on neutrality. The 
policy ol the Government interfering was 
vehemently attacked by many speakers. 

The Polish question continues to be the piomin- 
nnt top,ic, and was tho subject of an important de- 
bate in' the House of Commons. All the speakers 
condemned the Russian policy, but Government 
was left iiiitramincled by any resolutions. 
The feeling in Paris continued decidedly favorable 

to the Poles, but the general Impression viae that

'The Comlitutionncl, which is regarded as 
Napoleon's mouthpiece, publishes a warning, 
if not a menancing article toward the King 
of Prussia. 

There were rumors in Paris of an alliance 
botween England, France, and Austria, to 
obtain the solution of the Polish question, 

Later news from the frontiers of Poland to 
tho 20th tilt., slate that the Russian troops 
appear inclined to fall back before tho insur- 
gents rather thnn attack them. 

Warlike rumors still prevail, and it is 
reported that a portion of the Lyons (French) 
garrison is ordered to the Eastern frontier.

robel pirate lo prey on United States com- 
merce. 

From the proper authorities we learn that 
for a period of fifteen months bark ihey have 
been cognizant ol 1 lie intontious of certain 
parties at ibis port to purchase a vessel and 
tit her for piratical purposes against our ship- 
ping; but, up to the date ol the seizure ot 
this vessel; they have been unable to get any 
definite proof ol such intentions. During the 
time named above, the parties suspected have 
at various time* tried to purchase the clipper 
brig Josephine and the clipper Bchoooer Ne- 
va, but Troiii sumo cause unknown did uot 
succeed. Since the J. W. Chapman has been 
sold the authorities have kept strict watch 
upon all her movements uighl and day, feel- 
ing oertaiu that she was intended to be uEed 
for piratical purposes by her owners. All the 
cargo which went on board was secretly taken 
account oi, and the circumstances finally 
grew so suspicious that the Collector, Sur- 
veyor, and Naval Officer wore alraid that tlio 
schooner would leave secretly without her 
clearance, and they, for tluee nights prior to 
the neizure, have kept watch personally, ao us 
to make sure against nil possibilities of her 
escape. 

Oil Saturday llie vessel was cleared .it the 
Customhouse as if she hud a usual cargo fur 
such port, and in the afternoon the Surveyor 
procured of R. M. Jessup tho use of tho lit- 
tle steamer Aoashe, lor Government purpo- 
ses nnd hud steam kept up on her all 
night so ns to be ready when occasion re- 
quired. At daylight yesterday morning the 
schooner cast oil her fastenings and got under 
weigh to get out of the harbor, w hen two 
boats from thu V. S. Sloop-of-war Cynnc 
boarded her. The steamtug Ana he also 
put off from her wharf and ran alongside the 
Chapman, the officers boarding the laUer 
and taking charge on account ot the Fnited 
States. 

The tug then towed tho schooner to Alcatrnz 
Island, where u partial examination of the 
vessel was made, which reunited in the find- 
ing of fifteen men in the hold ; ulso, several 
cases marked " machinery," llto contents of | 
which, on examination, provod to consist ol 
several brass canuon and large quantities ol 
muskets, cutlasses, pistols, powder, solid and 
hollow shot and sehrapnel. These articles, 
were put on slioro at Alcatrnz Island for 
further examination ; also, all hands found 
on board were put in confinement in tho 
fcrt, and the schooner was then towed with 
her remaining cargo— S00 flasks of quick- 
silver—under the guns of the Cyane, where 
she was anchored and a crew put on board. 

'The Government otticeis state that they 
kave lull prool of llie contemplated use of 
ibis schooner as a pirate undor the rebel flag. 
The ctwgo. which did not belong to tho own- 
ers, was tohavo been thrown overboard at sea, 
and the schooner was to go to a rendezvous 
do .mi the oast, where further supplies have 
been already sent from this port. Of the fuel 
of these supplies having been sunt, (hoy have 
ample testimony, which was received too lute 
to bo of any avail. Tho number of persons 
found aboard was 23. of whom, as before re- 
ported, lfi were found concealed in the hold; 
and it is believed by the captors that the last 
raen were concealed without the knowledge 
of the regular crew, other than the officers ot 
tho vessel. Hud tho Chapman got safely 
away from port, the injury she could have 
done to the commerce of San Francisco would 
have been immense, as wc have no Govern- 
ment vessels llat could have succeeded iu 
catching hciv the schooner being an extreme- 
ly fust sailer on the wind. 

Visiting the Chapman this morning, wc saw 
on the table about 10 or 12 Colt's icvolvers, 
one large navy pistol and 10 or 12 now bowie 
knives. The pistols were all loaded aud 
capped. On this table were ceverul ueoouut 
books with Jocks on and locked, and n pack- 
ago consisting of tho fragments of the papers 
torn up bv the parties when arre3tcd in tho 
hold.

l.i navy revolvers, 10,000 navy revolver capt, 
25,000 6-inch revolver caps, 1 package of powder 
flasks, ljjl doicn leather belts mid \ii dozen 
pistol holders. In the boxes containing the 
Jrass cannon and equipments were found leather 
bajjii, showing that they had been purchased of 
the firm of Troadwcll Ss Co., of this city. The 
value of this outfit if estimated by artillery officers 
at about $1,000. A number of packages of differ- 
ent marks were opened, but no articles other than 
what the legitimate demands of Iradc would call 
for were found. How the examination of the 
prisoners, resulted, is not known, as nunc but 
those on official business wjs allowed lo he 
prcscn*.

FARMING COUNTRY IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA 



Tbe question of tho agricultural capubili- 
tiei of British Columbia, ia lane which has 
been the mihjeut of much discussion umong 
the many who have traversed tbe country by 
way of the routes to the mines'. A great va- 
riety of opinions pro and cor. arc, under tho 
oircunistiinctis, only to bo expected. Each 
roun, of course, gives the results of liia expe- 
rience. These will depend upon bis oppor- 
tunities and qnulifiuiitioim for observation. 
Amid the conflicting accounts, strangers ate 
ollen at s loss what conclusion to come to on 
the point. Thi y will therefore, perhaps, do- 
sha oome reliable data as to thu physical con- 
formation of the country, that they may judge 
for themselves as to tho true state of things. 
Looking over tho Topographical Report ul 
the Williams Lake and Cariboo Districts 
made by Lieutenant Palmer to the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works for 
British Columbia, we find aoine information 
on this point which may not be uninteresting 
to our leaders. From i? wo may form a 
tolerably fair opinion as to thu agricultural 
features of that part of British Columuir 
known as the Williams Lake District. Ac- 
cording to this account, there le a tract of 
country some two thousand square miles in 
extent situated between the parallels ;>2° 40' 
N. and 52° 30' N. and the meiidiau 12l u 
30' W, and Frasor River, This he de- 
scribes as a region " beautiful and at- 
tractive in many respects, in which 
the available farming laud of tho vales may 
bo reckoned by scores, the grazing land of 
the slopes and plateaux by hundreds ol square 
miles, and only needing settloment to prove 
its worth." The general characteristics of 
this portion of the great Uritijh Columbian 
plateau east of the Cascade range, will be 
best understood by the following extract from 
the Report : '.' Tho tableland, whose general 
level at this part may be stated at little 
under three thousand feet above the ten, is 
intersected in every direction by numerous 
broad sheltered vales, of from three hundred 
to one thousand feet in depth, whose slopes 
present gently undulating surfaces, and arc 
usually Fcantily limbered with yellow ami 
other jm:.ll pines. Doth the vales and their 
slope.;, and large portions of the intervening 
highlands are nearly every where covered 
v/ith a profusion of rich bunch grass, and the 
rocltu of the plateau generally basaltic in 
character, afford by their decomposition a 
soil which, in the watered districts may be 
pronounced fertile and valuable for agricul- 
tural purposes." Many would be apt to 
imagine that a country thus elevated, and so 
far north of the equator, would, from these 
fiiets, bo unsuited for agriculture. It is well 
known however, that this is not the case- 
Some of tho best farms in the whole colony 
are those at Williams Like and [leaver Lake, 
" where,'' as Lieut. Palmer remarks, " at an 
deration of between twenty and twenty one 
hundred feet] varieties of grain and vegetables 
oro yearly raised in great perfection and abun- 
dance." Although there arc in this section 
of the country iargo tractrt of unoccupied 
land, where the soil rivals that of the farms 
above mentioned, and where much of the 
ground is liteially ready for the plough, the 
author of thu report seems to consider it on 
tho whole ao unsuited for cereals. He Bay* : 
" 'i'hore are no grounds for hoping that this 
region will ever be extensively grain produc- 
tive, but we may fairly look forward to the 
time when largo tracts of land now lying [ 
waste shall have beeonia occupied by stock 
raising and agricultural farm? which will 
supply forage for tho pack animals, and beef 
nnd other commodities for miners in the less 
favored districts of Cariboo." Actual settle- 
ment, however, may prove that agricultural 
eapabilitiea o! a more enlarged character bo- 
long to thiri region than what might be ?up« 
posed to bo the case upon a cursory inspir- 
tiorj. Taking things OS they appear, even 
now, there can be no doubt that t!ii3 distric

nor, contrary to tho wishes of tho .issembly 
and the country, and consequently he voted 
against it. The latter gentleman also opposed 
the vote. Dut two members were not 
sufficient to prevent the squandering of public 
money. And. in order to prevent a future 
Assembly from reversing the vole, great 
alacrity is shown in calling for tenders. 
Besides that, there is another nice little dodge 
at the bottom. The ex-city members wish 
to ingratiate themselves with our mechanics, 
ns tho election is near. They think that 
house-building projects, whether public or 
private, can tame down public opinion among 
that claBS of our citizens. Dut it ia 
useless to resort to Kuch jobs to bribe indus- 
trious workmen. There is too much public 
virtuo among them. We may bo told that 
tho alacrity shown in calling for tenders is to 
provide public employment Were that the 
solo idea, still the expenditure of the 
money in a senseless way is inexcusable, 
when it might have been devoted to the erec- 
tion of a structure in town, whore it would 
prove a public convenience.

Titr. SUrrosBn Suicide— At tliren o'clock 
ye3tcrdny cftiu'iioon, the Ooroner, Dr. Dick- 
son, hold an inquest at the Boomorang Inn 
upon UiB body ol tlio man found hanging in 
tlio wood near Itie Cailborn Bay road on Ibe 
day previous. After tlio jury bad beon 
sworn in ( W. 0. Sifflcen, Esq., being obosen 
foreman); Iho following testimony was 
ndduccd : Thomas II. Jackson deposed to 
having found the bojy in iho position 
(described by ui ycaterilay, and to having 
lodged information with the police. Ser- 
geant Blake particularly described the man- 
ner in which the bodj was hanging whon he 
reached thu spot. Two laborers, named 
James Wallace and Thomas McDermott, 
identified (lie decca'icil as one William 
Reniiic, n native of Scotland, who had beon 
living in tlio same shanty as themselves upon 
the CadLoro Hay road. The last time they 
had seen him was in the cabin, on Thursday 
week ; they did not consider him to be an 
habitual drunkard. Tho medical evidence of 
Dr. jllaggin was also taken. Hi stated 
that, in 1i 13 opinion, tlio death of Hie 
deceased bad resulted from strangulation, 
but whether cau eii by deceased or oilier 
pirlics, ho could not say. Tho person of de- 
c ased did not exhibit tho tibial symptoms of 
strangulation, as in ordinary cases he would 
expect t( 1 find tcckymosis beneath tho cord, 
and congestion of tho vessels of the face. which 
were not apparent in this instance. After 
deliberating a short time, the jury returned 
the following verdict : '.hat the said William 
Reunie came to his death, between tho 13th 
and 19th day.i of March, instant, by strangu- 
lation ; but whether the act was soilcommit- 
ted or done by other partios there is no evi- 
dence befsre this in (pies t to show. 

Skl.uk o Beer without a License.— The 
proprietor of tho oysler saloon in Oriental 
Alley, Mr. John I". Tcpcll, appeared before 
the l'olico Magistrate yesterday morning', to 
receive sentence for the odenco he had com- 
mitted. Mr. Bishop presented a memorial 
signed by about twen'y citizens, praying tho 
Ltonch to remit the penally, and giving a 
high character to tlio defendant. Mr. Ilishop 
represented that his client had acted under 
misapprehension, not knowing t lint ho was 
violating the law by keeping two or three bot- 
tle* of nleancl potter at a time for sale to his 
customers. Mr. Bishop know that it was 
customary lor persons holding no licenso to 
*end out Tor beer for their customers, when 
required; his client had unwittingly rendered 
himself liable to a penalty by keeping two or 
three bottles on hand. The defendant used 
not, however, to make any profit on tho sole. 
Mr, Pemberton said. that he had no option 
Out to carry out tho law; in view of the 
j;ood character given of the defendant, how- 
cvor, ho would put on a small tine, and ac- 
cordingly mulcted him in the sum of £10. 



Latest from Cariboo ! 



DATES TO 24th FEBUVillV. 



Wc ure indebted to Mr. Uovrdie, of Bar- 
nnrd 'a Express; for the following particulars 
from Cariboo. Ho arrived at Ktchfield on 
the 22d ult. and remained there till the 24th, 
when he loft. There was siill four feet of 
snow on the Creek, with frosty nights, but 
mild weather during tho daytime, and wash- 
ing going on briskly. On Barker's, Oanadidn 
Co., Diller, Lo wring &. Co., and Black Jack 
tunnel Ihoy were working three shifts -.lay 
and doing very well. Block Jack's Co' had 
not been washing tor some days, but were 
busy getting nut stuff. 

Mr. QowJIo spent the night of the 23d 
with the boys belonging to Diller, Lowring 
& Co. and the Canadian Co.'a claims, and 
did not hear id any extraordinary pau lull 
being taken bat that day. Mr. Gowdio re- 
mained all night with one of tho men who 
had wrought in the Canadian Claim on tho 
23d, horn 4 lo 12 p. m., hut did not hear any- 
thing beyond that the yield was still as good 
ai formerly. 

Thorn was no unusual excitoraent on the 
Creek, further than that every one looked 
forward with high hopes to the 'luture, confi- 
dent that die produce of the mines this year 
will far exceed that ol any previous one in 
the history ol Carihoo. There were about 
120 mon on the Greek, and ah were lully 
employed. Ninny new claims would have 
been opened but for tho scarcity of hands : 
but Mi. Gowdic thinks, from Iho numbers he 
met going up, that by this time there will bo 
no reason to complain on that score. Provi- 
sions and other things had advanced » little 
in price; flour stood at 90c. per It)., beef at 
50c. per lb., and candles nt Sj per lb. The 
only provisions taken in during the winter 
were on tabognns and some that had been 
packed from the Forks of Quesnelle by In- 
dians. The two companies who wore pros- 
pecting, via., die New Richfield Company 
and tlio French Company, hid not struck 
a prospect up to the latest report. The snow 
on Iho trail to Antler mid the Forks was 
about two feet deep, and the same dertu on 
to Williams Ltiltc.

Gold Escort. 

Victoria, 20th March, 18C3. 
Editor British Colonist — Sir': — No 
small nmoiiut ol surprise and iudignation 
has been felt (luring- tho last few days at tho 
tone adopted by the Chronicle in its remarks 
upon the proposed Gold Escort. It must bo 
evident to all thinking persons that the for- 
mation of such a corp.', is-nne of the most 
desirable objects to be sought for. not onlv 
by tho mercantile community of Victoria, but 
by the whole population between this and 
Cariboo : because, independent of the mure 
direct objects of such a corps — viz.: tho 
transmission of treasure — the more existence 
of such a force in the upper counlry must 
prove a terror lo evil doers, end a praiso and 
protection to those who do well. To assume 
the functions of a mounted police, tho body 
must bo a government, (orcc, na no private 
Escort would consider it their province to 
interfere, save for protection to the treasure 
they carry ; and J maintain that for the main 
object a Cold Escort has in view, a govern- 
ment corps is preferable to any private en- 
terprise, because the hitler must" run to make 
a profit on their transactions, whereas any 
surplus which may necrue to government 
would go to nialio the corps morn efficient or 
to reduce tho charge on the transmission of 
the gold. 

For the sake of argument, let the present 
effort on the part of the Government be 
called a laudable effort, and in such a case 1 
am sure it is the bouilden duty of tho com- 
munity, and especially of the press, to give a 
cordial support to the Incentive in all move- 
ments for the public frond, until such move- 
ments shall have beon weighed in the balance 
of experience nnd found wauling. In place 
of this your cotemporary, in an indirect and 
unmanly manner, sneers at the affair a', a 
government job, and officers the corps with 
" live gentlemen, from whom no praetcal in 
fui mation could be bad." Had the editors of 
the Chronicle taken pains to enrpr'ra into the 
matter they would have learn, u that, should 
the Escort be started, il is to ho commanded 
by a gentleman whose past career in British 
Columbia is a sufficient guarantee lo all who 
know him, for a courteous and efficient dis- 
charge of any duties he may undertake.

Mint. 

The feeling is growing stronger every Jay in 
his city as to the necessity for the estublish- 
ment of a Mint het». No other place is 10 
well adapted for the purpose. A year ago, and 
our own House of Assembly rejected, very 
unwisely, a proposition for a Mint, on the. ground 
that it would prove too c.tponsive. There was a 
great scarcity of coin in the country at the time. 
Immediately nfterwaril, however, the Government, 
of British Columbia imported ihe necessary ma- 
chinery, with the view of striking fitc and ten 
dollar gold coins at New Westminster ; but, after 
Ihe outlay and preparation, the operations of the 
mint were stopped — uom what cnusodocs not dis- 
tinctly appear. It Is very certain, however, that 
Sow Westminster is not tho place for such an 
establishment. Although the gold is found in 
British Columbia there is nothing to cause the 
centralization of capital in that city. This city 
supplies the merchants, and hither the gold comes 
n meet the indebtedness of the interior traders. 
Were Ihe mint in operation there, and were our 
merchants desirous of taking advantage of it, it 
would be .1 great commercial incoiiTcnience com- 
pared to what it would be here. The delays at- 
tendant upon getting a mint certificate of gold on 
deposit for coinage, would, In many Instances, ha 
tho cause of making our merchants pay interest 011 
money for remittances when there would not 
otherwise be any necessity. Or they would he in- 
duced to remit the gold dust rather than risk delay, 
and the expenses incident to the employment of an 
agent to attend to such matters at New Westmin- 
ster. The consequences would bo that the Sau J 
Francises mint would roup the pronto of coining; 
our gold; although British Columbia bud invested | 
money in establishing a Mint. The sanio causes 
that would mako a Mint at New Westminster 
next to useless to our merchants, would also I 
place a gold encort in the same predicament, pro- 
Tided that place was the terminus. The gold 
escert ought to run through from Cariboo to Vic- 
toria nnd nee versa. In that way there would he 
no delays, no intermediate agents between the 
merchants or consignees of gold, but tlio gold 
carriers. It is in connection with a gold escort 
running all the way through, and connecting 
regularly with the down steamboats from New 
Westminster, that a Mint here can be made suc- 
cessful. No sooner would Ihe manufacture of 
coin be commenced here, than tho blunder of 
putting up mint machinery anywhere else would 
be perceptible in its want of patronage, A. Mint, 
here, would do ull the business. In fact a mer- 
chant who opened a store in aback street, when 
there was a front street to 50 to, would not be 
more silly than the projectors of a mint to be put 
in an out of the way place. If a miller put up a 
grist-mill seventy milos away from his customers, 
when he might have established it in their midst, 
he might anticipate bis pains for bis folly. Wo 
regard Ibe Mint at New Westminster in the naiLe 
light; for, although it is on the route to and from 
the mit.es, it ii seventy miles from where it ought 
to be lo prove .1 public convenience. Here ii 
■where a mint might to be, and to that end e\ cry 
energy ought to be directed.
